Bell told the Boy s’ Clubs of 
America convention th at those 
employ ed 
earned 
an 
average 
weekly wage of $13 and th at 43 
per cent thought they were in 
“dead end’’ jobs. 
He said only four per cent of 
the 20,000 y oung persons inter­ 
viewed by the commission want­ 
ed a “new economic sy stem” and 
more than 90 per cent believed 
employ ment and increased wages 
were 
valid 
responsibilities of 
government. 
Forty per cent of the married 
y ouths, Bell added, were forced 
by economic reasons to live with 
relatives. 
Urging educators to 
study the problems of y outh 
more attentively , he said one of 
every four of those questioned 
had dropped out of school in the 
belief he was not learning what 
he wanted and needed.

Harlan and Hazard Gro ups 
Hav e Failed to Sig n 
With the United 
Mine Wo rkers. 


Harlan, Ky ., May 16 (fP) — The 
Big Sandy -Elkhorn Coal Oper­ 
ators association capitulated to 
the United Mine Workers today 
by signing a union shop contract 
but national guard protection in 
the southern part of the state 
was ex tended to Bell county . 
The Big Sandy contract was 
signed with United Mine Work­ 
ers representatives shortly after 
noon at Ashland and reduced the 
Kentucky fields dissenting to the 
Bloody Harlan” and Hazard 
groups. 
The operators along the West 
Virginia border employ approx i­ 
mately 12,000 miners and pro­ 
duce around 10,000,000 tons of 
soft coal annually . 
Governor A. B. Chandler at 
Frankfort revealed today that 
some militiamen are stationed in 
a corner of Bell county but are 
a part of the unit on duty in 
Harlan county . 
A national guard officer was 
relieved of his command for fail­ 
ure to “show the proper aggres­ 
siveness” as 13 additional mines, 
19 in all, opened in the disturbed 
Harlan soft coal field today un­ 
der the protective guns of state 
roops. 
Brigadier General Ellerbe Car­ 
ter, in announcing the officer’s 
removal, refused to give his 
name but said he had been sent 
lome and his machine 
gun 
;roop, on duty y esterday at the 
Totz trouble zone, broken up and 
distributed among other units. 
It was at Totz that C. V. Ben­ 
nett, general manager of the 
Harlan Central Coal company , 
reported an automobile filled 
with miners returning from work 
was attacked by pickets and 
stones hurled through the wind­ 
shield but none was hurt. Ben­ 
nett also reported “15 0 to 200” 
pickets were “threatening.” Sev­ 
eral units of troops were rushed 
to the spot and spent the night.

Beef 
From Arg en tin e Attacked 


Shirley Elevator, 
Property Of Local 
Man, Is Destroy ed 


The Shirley grain elevator, lo­ 
cated on South Main street of 
that town, was destroy ed by fire 
Monday afternoon with a loss 
estimated as high as $15 ,000. 
The flames were discovered at 
about 1:30 o’clock and with the 
building apparently doomed, fire­ 
men from Shirley , Kennard and 
Wilkinson centered their efforts 
on saving surrounding property . 
Fortunately , 
the 
wind 
was 
from the west and the flames 
were swept away from the bulk 
station of the White Petroleum 
company , directly across the Big 
Four railroad tracks. The origin 
of the fire had not been deter­ 
mined. 
The flames made a spectacu­ 
lar fire and shot a hundred feet 
into the air. 
A considerable 
amount of grain was consumed 
along with the building. 
It was stated that the bulk 
tanks of the White company 
were practically empty and while 
the property damage would have 
been 
large, 
the 
chances 
of 
spreading the flames was min­ 
imized.

The elevator was owned by Bill 
My ers of Shirley and Earl Rose 
of Rushville. My ers served as 
manager. 
Rose, the principal 
owner, operates the Rose feed 
mills at Rushville. 
The building was partially in­ 
sured, it was stated, but the 
amount could not be learned. 


Washington, May 16 (/P)—Con­ 
troversy over the navy ’s pur­ 
chase of Argentine corned beef 
neared a senate committee show­ 
down today as Senator Pittman 
(D-Nev) said such buy ing was 
“a very bad mistake.” 
An appropriations subcommit­ 
tee took up a provision in the 
house-approved $770,000,000 na­ 
val appropriations bill prohibit­ 
ing the purchase, which Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt had recommend­ 
ed. 
The Argentine product, the 
President declared, is cheaper 
in price and superior in quality 
to that made in the United 
States. 
Pittman, as chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, re­ 
ceived a protest from American 
interests 
in 
the 
Argentine 
against the house provision. 
He said, however, that find­ 
ings of the bureau of animal 
industry are conclusive “that 
hoof and mouth disease is prev­ 
alent in every part of Argentina 
ex cept Patagonia, where they 
raise sheep and not beef.” 
“No one has ever denied suc­ 
cessfully that American beef is 
the best in the world,” Pittm an 
said. . “The packers have reaped 
a fortune out of canning cheap 
Argentine beef. The only good 
corned beef in the United States 
or Argentina is fresh corned.” 
He said that while “germs 
may be killed” in packing Ar­ 
gentine beef, “still the beef was 
diseased.” 
Declaring that the domestic

added

products are below parity and 
have been for many y ears.”

Discussed Before 
Rotary Club Here 


Auto Insurance 
Rates Reduced 


Indianapolis, 
May 
16 
(¿P)— 
George H. Newbauer, state in­ 
surance commissioner, today or­ 
dered rates on property damage 
and public liability automobile 
insurance reduced. 
The order also ends “safe driv­ 
er reward” provisions of policies 
in ex istence last y ear. Drivers 
with good records received a 15 
per cent rebate at the end of the 
y ear under this provision, but 
the attorney general 
recently 
ruled the plan illegal. 
The order reduced rates 20 per 
cent, but specifies these mini­ 
mum rates shall not be more 
than 20 per cent below the 
schedule filed April 15 , 1937 by 
the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Suerty Underwriters. 


Due to the fact th at lawy ers 
are often castigated by member^ 
of the profession at meetings of 
the bar associations, the reputa­ 
tion of the lawy er in the public 
mind is a paradox , according to 
Harold Titsworth, local attorney , 
who spoke on the vicissitutes of 
a lawy er following the noon 
luncheon of the Rushville Rotary 
club, held Tuesday in the Lollis 
hotel. 
Lincoln commented upon the 
vague impression of distrust of 
lawy ers in the public mind when 
he was an attorney . Contrasted 
with this vague feeling, there 
stands the record of the profes­ 
sion’s having furnished a m a­ 
jority of the Presidents of thé 
country , who would not have 
been elected had they not as in­ 
dividuals inspired confidence. Of 
the fifty -six signers of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, twen­ 
ty -five were lawy ers; and out of 
the fifty -five members of the 
Constitutional Convention, thir­ 
ty -two were attorney s. 
Another paradox concerning 
the legal profession is the im­ 
pression that lawy ers stir up 
fights and run off with the liti­ 
gants’ clothès, whereas in reality 
the greater portion of a lawy er’s 
time is spent in keeping his 
clients out of trouble. Contracts 
properly phrased are a means of 
preventing misunderstanding, it 
was pointed out. Printed forms 
are often accepted as trust­ 
worthy and signed without in­ 
vestigation by ^qualified attor­ 
ney , but because a form is print­ 
ed, 
Mr. 
Titsworth 
stated, 
it 
should not be accepted without 
question, as it may lead to fu­ 
ture trouble.

Washington, May 16 
(fP)—A 
powerful bloc, led by Chairman 
Harrison (D-Miss.) of the fi­ 
nance committee, ex pressed de­ 
termination today to write 
a 
new business tax problem of its 
own unless President Roosevelt 
orders thorough revision of pres­ 
ent levies. 
Harrison, it was learned, told 
:he president of this intention 
at a White House conference 
ast night. 
The administration’s final a t­ 
titude, however, 
probably will 
not be made known until legis- 
ative leaders hold further meet- 
ngs with Mr. Roosevelt. 
At the White House with Sen­ 
ator Harrison y esterday were 
Chairman Doughton (D-N. C.) 
of the house way s and means 
committee, 
Rep. 
Cooper 
(D- 
Tenn.) 
Secretary 
Morgenthau 
and Undersecretary Hanes of the 
treasury . 
Doughton said no conclusions 
were reached during the discus­ 
sion, which produced much dif­ 
ference of opinion. 
“We will have some kind of a 
tax bill, of course,” he added. 
W hat changes will be made I 
am unable to say .” 
Harrison and his associates 
contend th at repeal of the un­ 
distributed profits tax , creation 
of a flat corporation tax of 
about 18 per cent, more liberal 
allowances for corporation loss­ 
es, and continued favored treat­ 
ment for small firms are neces­ 
sary to stimulate business im­ 
provement. 
This program closely resembles 
one formulated some time ago 
by treasury ex perts and under­ 
stood to have Morgenthau’s sup­ 
port. The treasury plan provides 
lo r repeal of the undistributed 
profits and capital stock tax es 
and enactment of a flat cor­ 
poration levy of 22 per cent. Har­ 
rison would not repeal the capi­ 
tal stock tax . 


New York, May 16 (fP}— Benja­ 
min N. Cardozo, late associate 
justice of the Supreme Court, 
left an estate of $329,5 09, it was 
shown today in the filing of a 
transfer tax appraisal. He died 
July 9, 1938 . Of the estate, $220,- 
635 was given to charity . 
Columbia university will re­ 
ceive an estimated $18 8 ,8 22 as 
th e residuary legatee. 
Securities in the estate were 
valued at $145 ,376, of which the 
United States Treasury , two and

There’s not a French word on 
the list and nothing th at has to 
be imported. Dishes were sug­ 
gested for Mrs. Roosevelt’s ap­ 
proval after Mrs. Henrietta Nes­ 
bitt, the First Lady ’s housekeep­ 
er, studied menus served to the 
king and queen in Paris, at the 
Guildhall in London, and at nu­ 
merous other functions. 
When these menus were trans­ 
lated into English, they indicated 
to Mrs. Nesbitt th at King George 
and Queen Elizabeth like rather 
simple food. That made it easy , 
because the Roosevelts like sim­ 
ple food, too. 
The dinner menu still is sub­ 
ject to change if the White 
House receives a reply to an in­ 
quiry regarding the British rul­ 
ers’ favorite dishes. 


Large Amount Is Given 
To Charity By Estate 


Congress' Now 
Faces Veto On 
Slash Measure 


Washington, May 16 (/P) — 
President Roosevelt was describ­ 
ed in congressional circles today 
as ready to veto any measure 
demanding a flat percentage re­ 
duction in appropriations. 
The President takes the view, 
t was reported, th at if congress 
wants to curtail ex penditures, it 
should do so when it is consid­ 
ering individual items. 
Legislation proposed by sen­ 
ate economy advocates would di­ 
rect all government departments 
;o impound a certain propor- 
;ion — 5 to 10 per cent — of their 
funds for the y ear beginning 
•/uly 1. Senator Adams (D-Colo) 
said th at at least $25 0,000,000 of 
the anticipated $10,000,000,000 in 
appropriations should be with­ 
held in such a manner. 
\ 
This proposal, Adams declared, 
would give each department dis­ 
cretion in selecting the items to 
be cut. 
Amid this general discussion of 
ederal ex penditures, economy - 
minded house members and some 
city representatives were try ing 
to 
eliminate 
the 
$38 3,000,000 
which the senate added to the 
agriculture departm ent bill. 
Rep. 
Marcantonio 
(AL-NY) 
said that unless urban members 
could obtain assurances congress 
would grant Mr. Roosevelt’s re­ 
quest for $1,75 0,000,000 for relief 
nex t y ear, farmers could not ex ­ 
pect their support in getting 
more agricultural money . 
Administration leaders, how­ 
ever, ex pressed confidence th at 
the house would approve the 
senate totals. They recalled that 
the house defeated similar in­ 
creases by only nine votes when 
the bill was first before it in 
March.

Quebec, May 16 (JP)—The liner 
Empress of Australia, bearing 
King George VI and his Scottish 
queen on a historic visit to Can­ 
ada and the United States, today 
neared a rendezvous with the St. 
Lawrence river pilot boat which 
will steer her into port at Quebec 
tonight. 
At midnight (EST) the roy al 
vessel, trailed in single file by a 
pair of Canadian destroy ers and 
the two British cruisers Glasgow 
and Southampton, reported her 
position as about 440 miles from 
Quebec and 28 0 miles from the 
Father Point pilot station. 
Northern lights play ed over 
the clear sky as the liner and her 
escort negotiated the great Wat­ 
erway off the northeastern tip of 
the Gaspe peninsula. 
While Pilot Auguste Santerre, 
veteran of the St. Lawrence, 
waited at Father Point for the 
Empress of Australia, harried of­ 
ficials in Quebec tackled a mul­ 
titude of last minute problems 
to insure smooth ex ecution of 
arrangements from the moment 
the king and queen step ashore 
tomorrow morning. 
Thé Officials were hampered by 
the necessity of telescoping parts 
of the Canadian tour to make up 
for a two-day delay forced on 
the Empress of Australia by fog 
and ice. Arrangements for their 
majesties to spend June 8 -11, in­ 
clusive, in the United 
States 
stood unaltered.

New York Yank ees sent Ells­ 
worth (Babe) Dahlgren out to 
play first base. 
For the last four y ears Dahl- 
gren’s ambitions to play first for 
a major-league team have been 
sty mied by Jimmy Fox x 
and 
Gehrig. 
Babe came to the Boston Red 
Sox in, 1935 after a fine minor- 
league career with the Missions 
in the Pacific coast league. 
He play ed first that season, but 
the strain of try ing to mak e good 
and listening to too many differ­ 
ent theories about hitting was 
too much. He wound up With a 
weak batting average. During the 
winter the Red Sox bought Jim ­ 
my Fox x from Philadelphia. 
And Babe never got another 
chance to play first. 
He was sent to Sy racuse, where 
he had a good season, in 1936. 
Then the Yank ees bought him. 
He play ed first during the spring 
sessions. But when Gehrig, a 
temporary holdout, signed his 
contract, Dahlgren was shipped 
to Newark . He play ed third base 
and hit .340 for Newark . Last 


When the season opened Lou 
was back on first and Babe 
loafed on the bench. But, with 
Gehrig out, Babe’s chance has 
finally come. With additional 
ex perience, he’s sure he won’t 
falter this time as he did four 
y ears ago in his first opportun­ 
ity .

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ALL AGREE 
Little business in the United States hav e four 
fundamental proposed changes in 
the 
tax 
structure which they think will help them, ac­ 
cording to a statement issued to the U. S. treas­ 
ury in Washington recently by Ty re Tay lor, gen­ 
eral counsel for the American Federation of 
Little Business. TheSe recommendations are: 
1. Modification of the corporate income tax 
structure to allow a $3,000 credit to small cor­ 
porations and to permit the deduction of oper­ 
ating losses Incurred in lean y ears. 
2. Permitting the undistributed profits tax to 
ex pke in 1939. 
3. Repealing the ex cess profits and gain tax . 
4. Changing the Social Security tax sy stem to 
place it on a pay as y ou go basis; reducing rates 
from one to one-half of one pet cent; inv esting 
reserv e funds in outstanding gov ernment bonds 
at current rates and simplify ing of the reporting 
sy stem, which, it is av erred, is becoming a serious 
problem to the small businessman. 
5 . Reducing the high surtax rates on personal 
incomes and eliminating tax ex empt features in 
future issues of gov ernment securities. 
These recommendations are all sound and in 
line with sane economic opinion in the country 
at this time. But they are not new. They hav e 
been recommended in substance by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers, and the Brookings 
Institute. 
It is significant therefore that big business and 
little business are of one opinion on what ought 
to be done to bring about improv ement of the 
present deplorable economic situation where the 
federal debt is increasing by leaps and bounds 
and there are still 11,000,000 out of work. This 
need not seem surprising. In a democratic coun­ 
try what is good for one class is beneficial tô t 


all. There can be no two schools of sound ec­ 
onomic thought. 


GOVERNMENT INEFFICIENCY 
Inv estigation by congress of the WPA activ ities 
is already disclosing some interesting facts, in 
addition to rev elation concerning communistical- 
ly minded influence in the Workers Alliance it 
has been dev eloped by the committee that im­ 
prov ements constructed in New York cost two 
and a half times as much, when performed by 
WPA workers as jobs under priv ate contract. 
Allen W. Stephens, engineer loaned to the in­ 
v estigators by the treasury department, told the 
committee that the WPA World’s Fair building, 
now about 95 per cent complete, would cost $5 7 0,- 
000 instead of $25 0,000 as at first announced. He 
said 17 .3 per cent of the labor was on relief while 
8 2.3 per cent was performed by non-relief work­ 
ers although the money had been appropriated 
by congress to help the relief situation. 
Mr. Stephens declared that the cost of the 
building was 43 y2 cents per cubic foot while the 
Federal building, which was built under priv ate 
contract, had cost 20 cents per cubic foot. 
“ In other words,” said Congressman O’Neill, of 
Kentucky , y ou mean that it costs about two and 
a half times as much to construct a project under 
WPA as it does by priv ate contract? ” 
“ Yes, that’s it,” was Mr. Stephens’ answer. Mr. 
Stephens had stated that ov erhead and admini- 
tration costs had not been taken into consider­ 
ation in the figures. The efficiency of WPA work 
was about forty per cent of that done under pri­ 
v ate contract, he asserted. 
Here is a good ex ample of the efficiency and 
economy of the policy of the gov ernment in bus­ 
iness. And When the gov ernment goes Into busi­ 
ness it does so with tlfe tax pay er’s money . The 
tunds are not raised by sale of securities to pri­ 
v ate indiv iduals. There y ou are. What better 
comment could there be on the socialistic theory ?

(Refer to Map No. 15 in y our

In 632 A. D. the Prophet Mu- 
hammed died down in Arabia.

The Arab horsemen went on 
this holy war m much the same 
manner 
that 
the 
Huns 
cut 
through Europe some two hun­ 
dred y ears 
earlier. 
Nothing 
could withstand their attack, for 
they Were fighting against the 
same old conglomerate ty pe of 
spiritless Asiatic armies. 
They 
beat the Persians and they beat 
the legions Of the By zantine Em­ 
pire. 
Within twenty -fiv e y ears 
after the death of Muhammed, 
the Arabs were in control of 
Persia and most of Armenia and 
J udea and Egy pt. 
They owned 
all of that ancient Sumerian 
country down to the mouths of 
the Tigris and the Euphrates. 
In another hundred y ears the 
Arab boundaries had been push­ 
ed so far to the east and north 
of Persia that they were down 
into India—and touched the out­ 
posts of Chinese lands. The 
Arabs had all of the northern 
shore iff Africa to the Straits of 
Gibraltar—and then they mov ed 
ov er into Spain — taking with 
them great numbers of dark 
Moors—and conquered all Spain 
up to the Py renees Mountains. 
Bagdad ,the Arab capital, be­ 
came the center of trade and 
wealth of the East, as well as 
the center of learning for the 
entire world of those day s. 
And then came the Inv asion 


of what is now France. Hav ing 
finally subdued the distracted 
and quarreling inhabitants of 
hapless Spain, the Arabs gath­ 
ered a large army of horsemen 
and mov ed northward through 
the mountain passes—smashed 
an army under the Duke of 
Aquitania—and then set out for 
Paris. 
But this time they were to face 
a foeman who was used to v ic­ 
tory . 
Charles Martel was suf­ 
ficiently strong to force all of 
the jealous little local dukes and 
counts to call in their followers 
and gather them into the great­ 
est army that had been joined 
together in Gaul since the day s 
of the fighting with Attala and 
his Huns. 
This army met and defeated 
the Arabs and Moors in A great 
battle between Tours and Poic- 
tiers—defeated them 
so thor­ 
oughly that they retreated back 
into Spain and nev er again v en­ 
tured north of the mountains. 
This Frankish army was able to 
defeat the Arab cav alry because 
their heav y armor withstood the 
arrows and light curv ed swords 
—and because 
the Frankish 
knights were mounted on heav y 
armored horses that could stand 
up against the Arab charges and 
then smash their way through 
the light Arab formations on 
counter charges . It was primar­ 
ily a battle of cav alry —and the 
light, fast, unarmored cav alry 
lost the battle. 
This v ital battle in the history 
of mankind was fought in 7 32 
A. D., One hundred y ears after 
the death of Muhammed. 
And 
It 
seems 
certain 
that y our 
Grandfather No. 48 ttfust hav e 
fought in the army of Charles 
Martel—for y ou had thousands 
of Grandfathers No. 48 . 
If the Arabs had succeeded in 
ov errunnrring Gaul they would 
hav e changed the entire history 
of the world. There would hav e 
been Arab masters and Arab 
garrisons in each castle and 
town. 
Widespread slav ery and 
poly gamy would hav e immedi­ 
ately come into being. Muham- 
medanism instead of Christian­ 


ity ,would hav e been the domin­ 
ant religion 
of Europe. 
But 
Charles Martel thrust his army 
of ironclad men and horses in 
the path of the inv ader—and the 
Asiatic 
scheme 
Of 
life was 
thrown back into Spain and As­ 
ia and Africa.

CHARLEMAGNE THE GREAT 
(Refer to Maps No. 16 and 17 in 
y our Historical Atlas) 
Charles Mattel died a» d final­ 
ly his grandson, Charlemagne, 
came to be emperor of the king­ 
dom of the Franks. By this time 
the bishop of Rome ,who had 
long since been appointed judge 
ov er all other bishops by one of 
the later Roman emperors, was 
calling himself Pope (or Papa). 
These popes liv ed in Rome, a 
city so ex posed to attack that it 
had been abandoned as a seat 
of 
gov ernment. 
Being 
astute 
then they saw in the growing 
might of the Franks a strong 
element of defense for them­ 
selv es—hence they cemented this 
friendship by taking a hand in 
the ceremony of crowning each 
new king. Soon they were tak­ 
ing the Stand that no man could 
be king of a Christian Country 
without the approv al of the Pope. 
They proposed to rule the Chris­ 
tian world by ruling its rulers. 
They succeeded, too, for many 
centuries—and their efforts to 
keep on succeeding ted to much 
war and suffering. 
Charlemagne ruled for forty - 
six y ears. During that period he 
had pushed his borders apart un­ 
til they included all of modern 
France, Belgium, Holland, Switz­ 
erland, and a major part of Ger­ 
many , Austria, Italy and se\feral 
other smaller countries. 
And 
where his mailed riders went 
they conv erted the conquered 
people to Christianity —with the 
sword. 
One. other thing of note oc­ 
curred in his reign. In the y ear 
7 99 A. t>. the Pope was nearly 
assassinated in Rome and fled to 
Charlemagne. 
This giant war­ 
rior led an army down into Italy 
and made short work of the af­ 
fair, which was little more than 
a family quarrel. The nex t y ear 
the Pope crowned him Emperor 
of Rome. This was the start of 
the Hftly Roman Empire of more 
modem day s—and millions of 
men died in later y ears as a re­ 
sult of the efforts of the v arious 
Popes to control and add to that 
empire on earth. 
Upon the death of Charle­ 
magne, in 8 i4 A. D., while y our 


Grandfather No. 45 was aliv e, 
his Holy Roman Emp ire p roceed­ 
ed to fall ap art. It was the u s­ 
u al story of ev ery ru ler wanting 
to be king and ev ery king want­ 
ing to be emp eror. The net re­ 
su lt was a mess of small king­ 
doms, ru led by small men, and 
constantly fighting other small 
kingdoms. It is most fortu nate 
that, du ring this p eriod of con­ 
fu sion » Eu rop e did not hav e to 
face a strong inv asion su ch as 
those of the Hu ns and the Arabs 
—for it is dou btfu l whether any 
king cou ld hav e secu red help 
from his neighbors. Those neigh­ 
bors wou ld hav e been mu ch more 
likely to tu rn and help the in­ 
v aders. 
The eastern bou ndaries of the 
old emp ire were u nder constant 
hammering from the tribes— 
Magy ars and Av ars and Slav s 
and Bu lgars. Bu t Charlemagne 
and his su ccessors were able to 
hold them fairly well in check, 
and ev entu ally these barbarians 
tu rned sou thward to attack the 
more feeble By zantine Emp ire. 
The real trou ble came from the 
Norsemen, tall, fair-haired, blu e­ 
ey ed, sea-raiders from the shores 
of the Baltic — from Denmark 
and Ru ssia and Finland and 
Sweden 
and 
Norway . 
These 
Scandinav ian rov ers were the 
actu al fou nders, in many way s, 
of both the British and Ru ssian 
nations of today .

( Fro m Pa n e On e) 
these rules if the desire of the 
p erson disp osing of his p rop erty 
is to be carried out. 
Lawy ers often have a sense of 
the ap p arent futility of their 
work, the sp eaker stated. Their 
work is in offices and they deal 
with words and p ap er and their 
efforts seem intang ible when 
comp ared, for ex amp le, with 
those who erect building s. How­ 
ever, the work of the attorney is 
a necessary p reliminary to the 
erection of a building by making 
sure of the title, in the drawing 
of contractual relations, and in 
the cap ital investments. 
Mr. Titsworth cited some in­ 
teresting and amusing ex amp les 
of the‘way a jury resp onds to the 


the famous ex amp les of oratory 
and to his surp rise had found 
that the majority of them had 
been made on the losing side. 
The juror who is reduced to tears 
is ashamed that he has lost his 
manly reserve and he often votes 
the other way . 
Juries are imp ressed by an 
ap p eal to fairness and justice 
rather than by the intricacies of 
the lay r. It sometimes occurs that 
a shrewd lawy er can simulate 
the halting , honest man whose 
reliance is not on cunning and 
oratory . 
Lawy ers have a code of ethics 
second to none, said Mr. Tits­ 
worth, and there is an honest 
effort made to live up to the 
code. Lawy ers do not betray the 
confidence of their clients. They 
maintain in their own p rofession 
friendly p ersonal r e l a t i o n s . 
Criminal p ractice is but a small 
p art of the p rofession, and attor­ 
ney s themselves cannot alway s 
know whether the client is g uilty 
or innocent, as sometimes the 
truth does not come out till aft­ 
erwards. 
Mr. Titsworth was p resented to
